Bear lir. O'brieu, 

From newspaper accounts I am familiar with your exposures of Army 
domestic intelligence activities. I write to see if >ou have any knowledge 
of any surveillance on me. uirectly or indioreotlv. 

I have copies of federal surveil anco, not Army, on ay appearances in 
the Chicago area. Surveillance cn ne has betTi detected in other areas. Of 
the 3 Q i nearest to Chicago was in Minneapolis in May of 1967, with inter- 
ception of lay baggage at the airport. Other tlian Army and r*ot in your area 
I have been told, persuasively, of other federal surveillance, by those who 
oaid blxoy were p*trt of it. I have oth<*r evidences. 

All of ny writing ainco 1955 has boon on political assossinutiona. All 
of my appearances liave ueun in connection v/ith tliij writing. Of those work- 
ing in thin field, I aa the first to allege and to aalcc a c nee that Le<* 

Harvey Oswald's career was consistent ;itli that of an informant, perhaps 
provofiatuur. I have traced this back to his Hsrines days at the latest end 
iooatod and interviewed witnesses ignored by the FBI and the Warren Cor>- 
mio.iion. I did discuss tills openly in ny appoaranccs. 

If you did not work in the Minneapolis urea but know o tilers who did, 

I would appreciate it if you would relay my inquiry to thou or put mo in 
a position to do it. The Army and the university have responded merely that 
the records have been destroyed. There is, however, no ques'Jion about the 
fact, aside from tiie baggage interception, wliich was costly to me. Two 
agents in the audience were detected and harrassed by the audience. X also 
spotted two as I loft the hall. On that trip I made a marathon appearance 
on a radio station located in an isolated area. The professional man who 
drive mo around had cor trouble, so he had to go to a nearby garage on more 
than o:io oaccasioji. He and the employees of the garage observed those who 
w era folloirin,; re, parked in their car for o± Ion;;, 1 on; time! Hours on end. 
From Minneapolis I went to ^ew Orleans where the surveillance aeons to have 
been. picked up because? ry rotel room was entered >ind ray nddre3sbook was taken. 

While I hare never paid much attention to being surveillod, merely 
assuming that from the work I did it would bo inevitable, so ne of it was 
easily spotted. I had been a Senate investigator and was in O.S.S. The 
fake credit checks were amateurish. And J. ISd gar ^ocvsr i’sdlwd to nzxe oven 
pro forma denials when I complained. 

If your work ever brings you to this part of the country - I am about 
an hour fren Bcdtimore oud Voidu^ton - I have soi me old information on the 
smuggling of ixoroin via Windsor by a man than well connected in Illinois. 

By relationship with thin man io and must be confidential. What X learned from 
hir: leads r.c to believe that the operation of which he was a minor part in 
1967-0 was a rather elaborate ono, somewhat sophisticated, also connected to 
Mexico, unu smuggling hot paper.
